A dead body found by a 
man bush-hogging on his 
parents’ farm on Crab Or¬ 
chard Road just a few miles 
from Lancaster has been 
identified as Floyd Smith, 
55, Crab Orchard in Lincoln 
County. 

Smith’s remains were 
found by Steve Crouch about 
2:30 on Sunday afternoon 
when the mowing machine

he was operating grazed 
Smith’s body. 

He knew he had hit some¬ 
thing and when he looked 
over he thought it was a body, 
Kay Hall, a friend to James 
and Billie Joe Crouch who 
owned the land, said. Crouch 
got off the tractor to check 
and discovered Smith’s body 
and called authorities. 

Apparently family mem¬ 
bers had reported that Smith 


was missing. The fact that 
he was a known alcoholic 
who would walk from Crab 
Orchard to Lancaster to buy 
liquor and who would stay 
here and there, but nowhere 
on a regular basis, delayed 
the search process, Gar¬ 
rard County Coroner Daryl 
Hodge said. Smith’s brother 
and sister talked about the

Local Pastors’ 
Conflict Escalates 
To Threats

A conflict among local 
pastors has turned serious 
with threats causing mem¬ 
bers of a new church to hesi¬ 
tate to attend for fear of what 
might happen, Pastor Troy 
Ballew said. 

The pastor of Rejoice 
Temple of Praise in More¬ 
land where Ballew served as 
an assistant until he left late 
last year has allegedly made 
incriminating statements 
against Ballew and even told 
Ballew’s son that he heard 
someone was intending to 
“shoot [the church]up.” 

The recent statements have 
thrown Ballew into a tailspin 
and now he is ready to call in 
the authorities. 


Ballew believes that Pas¬ 
tor Charles Daugherty, Re¬ 
joice Temple, and Reverend 
Earl Thornton, Church of 
Jesus Christ in Lancaster, are 
in cahoots and do not want 
Ballew to succeed. 

Ballew grew up in Lan¬ 
caster and after being called 
to ministry in 2000 he 
worked under Thornton until 
2001 when he left to preach 
on his own. He preached the 
gospel in several places be¬ 
fore becoming an assistant to 
Daugherty in Moreland. 

When people came in to 
the church preaching things 
Ballew did not agree with, 
he and his wife Melissa, his

Fiscal Court Vetoes 
Health Department 
Tax Increase

The fiscal court did not 
pass a proposed tax increase 
from the Garrard County 
Health Department Board 
on Wednesday morning as 
Manager Marcia Hodge 
made the recommendation 
for the increase. 

“It is not the time to raise 
any tax, no matter how small 
or large the increase may 
be,” Magistrate Ronnie Lane 
told the court. 


Hodge had presented the 
court with the recommenda¬ 
tion of the board to raise the 
tax from 4 cents on every 
$100 of property, up to 4.25 
cents per $100. 

“Federal funding keeps 
seeing more and more cuts,” 
Hodge explained following 
the meeting. “With an ex¬ 
pected 8-20 percent decrease 
from the federal government

Garrard County Habitat for 
Humanity’s current building 
project is about complete. 

We had a few tense mo¬ 
ments last week when our 
excavation expert, Jim Mc¬ 
Queen, took down an 80-foot 
multi-trunked maple tree. It 
had dropped a few large limbs 
during a storm, one of which 
fell on the new gutters of our 
current project giving them a 
small kink. It was in the way 
of the next possible build, so 
the decision was made to take 
it down while Jim had all his 
equipment on site. 

He had taken down a huge 
sycamore tree earlier in the 
week but it was relatively 
easy as nothing was close to 
it, just huge. The trunk and 
root system are about 10 feet 
across. The maple was close 
to both the new home and the 
electric wires and the street. 
Jim first cleared all the debris 
away from it, then, hauled 
in all the surrounding dirt 
piles making a large ramp 
on the street side of the tree. 
He used the ramp to get the 
bucket of the backhoe up on 
the trunk of the tree as high 
as possible pushing the tree 
away from the street. He 
had his bulldozer also on the 
ramp pushing the tree away 
from the house. 

He then ran a 28-foot lad¬ 
der up the trunk the way he 
wanted it to fall, taking a 
chain with him. This proved 


rather difficult. When he was 
up 28 feet high, he couldn’t 
get his arms around the tree 
to hook it. A chunk of heavy 
electric wire was taken up by 
his young assistant, Blake, 
who was able to get the chain 
around the tree using the 
make shift tool. Thirty feet 
of heavy duty chain is indeed 
heavy to haul up that high. 
Once hooked around the tree, 
longer sections of chain were 
hooked together and then to 
the bobcat, using it to pull the 
tree in the correct direction 
away from both the house 
and the street. 

After about an hour of 
prep work, all three pieces 
of equipment were in place 
to suit Jim. He started to cut 
with his chain saw. After cut¬ 
ting a huge wedge out of the 
chain side, he started cutting 
on the street side. We all held 
our breath and stopped traffic 
just in case. The mighty tree 
gave up one giant trunk, then 
in another minute, with Blake 
pulling with the bobcat, all 
60 feet of chain, taut high in 
the air, the whole tree fell just 
where Jim had planned for it 
to land. 

“Good, I need a drink of 
tea,” he said. 

And we all replied, “Good 
job.” 

The rest of the work day 
was pretty low key, thank 
goodness. The lots all look 
great and final grade is done. 
Water run-off should no lon¬ 
ger be a problem.

Early Fishing Tales

Good friend, Les Crandall, 
from Montgomery County, 
stopped by last weekend 
to give me a hefty bag of 
chunky bluegill fillets and 
giddily show me photo¬ 
graphs of several big bass he 
had caught and released back 
into Cedar Creek Lake there 
in Lincoln County. 

Les had called earlier in 
the week to try and get me 
to make the fishing trip with 
him but I begged off because 
my left arm is still not up to 
cranking a reel handle and 
any attempts I might make 
to bait a hook would be 
laughable. The stroke I had 
in March, combined with 
complications caused by Par¬ 
kinson’s Disease, have put a 
serious hitch in my ability to 
pursue the fishing habit. 

The only pleasure I get out 
of fishing these days is re¬ 
membering the many, many 
trips I have made with my 
late fishing buddy, Junior 
Helton, with my Uncle Jim 
Adams and with a host of un¬ 
cles and cousins when I was 
growing up on Blair Branch. 
Every uncle I had on both 


sides of the family 
and, for that mat¬ 
ter, several of my 
aunts were hooked 
on fishing whenev¬ 
er they had time to 
spare. My Dad, on 
the other hand, was 
the only member 
of our extended family who 
missed the fishing gene and 
he had absolutely no interest 
in hunting or fishing. 

But somehow he under¬ 
stood mine and my younger 
brothers’ inherent need to 
wet a line. Before I was even 
old enough to start school, he 
would stop by a big patch of 
bamboo reeds on the edge of 
Black Bottom when we went 
to trade at Oscar and Susan 
Back’s little grocery store. 
He would let me select a long 
reed pole which he would cut 
off with his pocket knife and 
then haul it home dangling 
off the bed of his old Chevy 
pick-up. 

We housed and boarded 
several mining ponies in 
those days and the sweet 
feed they ate came in 100 
pound burlap bags, the tops 
of which were sewn together 
with strands of stout nylon 


thread that made, 
when raveled out, 
6 or 8 feet lengths 
of perfect fishing 
line. Mom would 
bend straight pins 
into v shapes, tie 
the pin heads to 
a length of sack 
string and we would wind it 
around the tips of the reed 
poles, and presto, perfect 
fishing rig for the horny head 
chubs then residing in every 
little pool on Blair Branch. 

By the time I was in 4th 
grade in the late 1950’s I was 
allowed to spend two weeks 
every summer with my Un¬ 
cle Jim and Aunt Alpha who 
lived on the Kentucky River. 
Uncle Jim was a fisherman’s 
fisherman and he had a big 
selection of bait casting rods 
and reels. He also had the 
patience to teach his neph¬ 
ews how to use and care for 
them. Other kids may have 
counted the number of days 
until Christmas but I counted 
the days that remained before 
I got to spend a vacation fish¬ 
ing with my ever grinning 
Uncle Jim. 

I believe he, too, looked 
forward to our visits because 


it gave him a valid excuse to 
pretty much fish around the 
clock for two whole weeks. 
Of course Aunt Alpha would 
insist that the garden had to 
be hoed, the lawn mowed, her 
flower beds weeded, beans 
picked, and other such chores 
done before any fishing was 
allowed but that was just fine 
with me. 

With Uncle Jim peering 
over my shoulder on one trip 
or another, I caught my first 
bass, catfish, redeye, and red- 
horse sucker and I have, on 
many occasions, watched in 
awe as he played and landed 
trophy-grade small mouth 
bass that nobody else on the 
river seemed able to tease 
into biting. 

As Les Crandall backed 
his boat out of my driveway 
he yelled back at me, “You 
sure missed out on a heck of 
a fishing trip!” 

And I thought to myself, 
“I’m sure I did, but I’ll bet 
anything that I’ve had a thou¬ 
sand better.” 

I’d also bet about anything 
that Les never experienced 
the thrill of catching a big 
horny head chub with a pin 
hook and a reed pole. 



Safely Store & Dispose 
Of Prescription Medication

The week of Sept. 23-29, 
The Partnership at Drugfree. 
org is launching the Medi¬ 
cine Abuse Project, a multi¬ 
year effort to raise public 
awareness about and curb 
prescription drug abuse. 
Most of us will take a pre¬ 
scription medication at some 
point in our lives. It’s impor¬ 
tant to remember that medi¬ 
cine a doctor prescribes you 
is only intended for your use. 
Here are some tips for safely 
storing medication: 

• Keep all medications and 
vitamins in a safe location, 
away from small children, 
who might mistake it for can¬ 
dy, and out of sight of others, 
who might want to abuse it. 

• Keep medicines in a 
container or box that can 
be locked. Make sure to put 


the key in a separate, secure 
place. 

• Always remember to put 
your medicines back in their 
storage container after each 
use. Make sure all medicine 
bottle caps are secure. 

Sometimes you have left¬ 
over medication. One of 
the safest ways to properly 
dispose of medication is 
through take-back programs, 
which give individuals an 
opportunity to bring their un¬ 
used medication to a central 
location for proper disposal. 
Without having a commu¬ 
nity drug take-back program, 
follow these guidelines to 
ensure safe disposal at your 
home: Do not flush unused 
medicines down the toilet. 

• Remove prescriptions 
from their original container. 

• Mix drugs with a sub¬ 
stance that would be undesir- 
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Make a small down payment at time of purchase 
and make a payment every 2 weeks. 

You can have until Dec. 18th to pick up your items. 
This includes anything in the store.

able to people and animals. 
Good examples would be cat 
litter or coffee grounds. If the 
medication is a liquid, dilute 
it with water. If the medica¬ 
tion is in pill form, crush and 
dilute it with water. 

• Put the mixture into a 
disposable container or plas¬ 
tic bag, seal and place in the 
trash. 

• Remove or cover all per¬ 
sonal information on the pre¬ 


scription bottle before recy¬ 
cling or throwing it away.

expected, and without rais¬ 
ing our tax, I’m afraid we 
will have to make some cuts 
to our services and perhaps 
our staff.” 

But Hodge never got a 
chance to present the board’s 
reasoning for the increase to 
the court before the decision 
was made. The court refused 
to make a motion toward a 
vote on an increase, effec¬ 
tively killing the proposal. 

As for what is next, with¬ 
out a vote from the court to

future,” Aldridge said. “One 
of these days all students will 
have an individual educa¬ 
tional plan.” 

The Education Depart¬ 
ment opened its Race to the 
Top competition to school 
districts in July, inviting the 
poorest districts across the 
country to vie for almost 
$400 million in grants. 

Following several month 
of public comment on the 
initial proposal, the Educa¬ 
tion Department unveiled its 
final criteria for the district- 
level competition, which will 
award 15 to 25 grants to dis¬ 
tricts that have at least 2,000 
students and 40 percent or 
more who qualify for free or 
reduced-cost lunches - a key 
poverty indicator. Grants will 
range from $5 million to $40 
million, depending on the 
size of the district. 

“We want to help schools 
become engines of innova¬ 
tion through personalized 
learning so that every child 
in America can receive the 
world-class public educa¬ 
tion they deserve,” Educa¬ 


tion Secretary Arne Duncan 
reportedly said. 

Congress approved about 
$550 million for Race to the 
Top this year, and the Educa¬ 
tion Department expects to 
use about $383 million of 
it for grants to districts that 
propose ambitious reforms 
to personalize learning, nar¬ 
row the achievement gap and 
prepare students for college. 
The rest will go toward the 
department’s early learning 
competition. 

Garrard’s plan is to focus 
on the individual, to “work 
with the whole child” so their 
education experience will be 
maximized to the fullest. 

The odds aren’t great that 
Garrard will become a re¬ 
cipient, Aldridge said. But, 
like anything else in life, you 
can’t win if you don’t try. 

School districts are ex¬ 
pected to signal their intent 
to apply by the end of Au¬ 
gust, with applications due 
on Oct. 30. Districts will find 
out whether they’ve been se¬ 
lected for a grant by the end 
of the year.

Heightened Driver Awareness Needed 
As Number Of Slow-Moving Vehicles On 
Roadways Increases During Fall Harvest 


Louisville, KY (Septem¬ 
ber 17, 2012) - Kentucky 
farmers are busy harvesting 
crops across the state and that 
means drivers are more likely 
to encounter slow-moving 
farm equipment on the road¬ 
ways. The staff of Kentucky 
Farm Bureau urges motorists 
to slow down and share the 
road this fall, especially as 
we celebrate National Farm 
Safety and Health Week, Sep¬ 
tember 16-22. 

During this time of year 
farmers often need to move 
equipment from one field 
to another, but sometimes 
those transitions require their 
machinery to travel down or 
across public roads. When 
slow-moving vehicles enter 
areas normally traversed by 
fast-moving cars and trucks, 
accidents can occur. Ac¬ 
cording to statistics from the 
Kentucky State Police, there 
were 158 collisions involving 
tractors and other farm equip¬ 
ment on Kentucky roadways 
in 2011. Of those collisions, 
59 injuries and three fatali¬ 
ties resulted and the majority 
of the accidents (34%) were 
labeled by state police as the 
result of “inattention” - fur¬ 
ther proof that increased cau¬ 
tion during harvest season is 
needed to prevent tragedy. 

“We all need to slow down 
and share the road,” said Dale 
Dobson, Safety Administrator 
for the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture. “Over time we 
have seen Kentucky’s farming 
operations grow larger, and 
now some farmers may need to 
move equipment 50-60 miles 
down the road. Instead of mov¬ 
ing just one combine down the 
road, now a farmer might need 
to move two or three. Some 
drivers in our hurried-up life¬ 
styles are just impatient behind 
that kind of backup. I’d hope 
we could all realize that pa¬ 
tience is the key to sharing the 
road.” 

In an effort to help prevent 
accidents with slow-moving 
farm equipment this fall, Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau offers the 
following suggestions for both 
motorists and farmers. While 
each roadway encounter is 
unique, a general sense of 
awareness and caution will go 
a long way in keeping everyone 
safe and preventing tragedy. 


Tips for motorists: 

Slow down and pay attention to 
the road. Radios, cell phones and 
even passengers can lead to dis¬ 
tracted drivers and slower reaction 
times. Focus on the traffic in front of 
you and keep your vehicle within the 
posted speed limits, especially when 
traveling through areas where agri¬ 
culture is prominent. 

Watch for road signs. Many roads 
next to farms will have a yellow 
sign with the silhouette of a farmer 
on a tractor posted to warn drivers 
that they are entering an area where 
slow-moving vehicles are likely to be 
on the road. This should signal the 
driver to be on the lookout for farm 
equipment entering traffic. 

Don’t assume the farmer knows 
you are there. While most farmers 
check frequently for vehicles ap¬ 
proaching from behind them, their 
focus must remain on the road ahead. 
Keep your distance to ensure farmers 
can see your vehicle in their mirrors. 
Also remember that farm machinery 
is very loud and may prevent the op¬ 
erator from hearing your vehicle’s 
approach. 

Keep your distance when follow¬ 
ing farm equipment. The triangular 
slow-moving vehicle emblem dis¬ 
played on the back of farm equip¬ 
ment signifies that the machinery 
will not be traveling at high speeds 
and maneuverability is limited. Stay 
back and don’t tailgate. Additionally, 
if the farm equipment you are fol¬ 
lowing pulls to the right side of the 
road, it does not necessarily mean it 
is making room for you to pass. It is 
quite possible that the farmer is slow¬ 
ing down and drifting right to gain 
extra room for a wide left turn. 

Use extreme caution when pass¬ 
ing. If you cannot clearly see what 
lies ahead of both your vehicle and 
the equipment you intend to get 
ahead of, do not pass. Never pass 
farm equipment when approaching a 
hill or curve, and do not attempt to 
pass when you are within 100 yards 
of an intersection, bridge, railroad 
crossing or tunnel. 

Be patient with the farmer. You 
are not the only one eager to get the 
farm equipment off the road and out 
of the way. Farmers must move their 
machinery carefully along roadways 
and have lower maximum speeds by 
which they can travel. When travel¬ 
ing behind these slow-moving ve¬ 
hicles, patiently wait for the operator 
to find an appropriate time to let you 
pass. Don’t assume this can be done 
at any time. The farmer must survey 
the shoulder of the road for an area 
that is not soft, wet or steep and can 
support the weight of the equipment 


without causing it to tip. 

Tips for farmers: 

Make sure the slow-moving ve¬ 
hicle sign is visible. This emblem 
is used to alert others of your speed 
and maneuverability capabilities, but 
doesn’t help if it is not visible. Mount 
it as high and as far left as possible. 
Also be sure to keep the sign clean 
and to replace it if it is no longer re¬ 
flective. 

Never post a slow-moving vehicle 
sign on a mailbox or fence post. 
Misuse of the slow-moving vehicle 
emblem can confuse motorists and 
eventually dull their sensitivity to 
the need to slow down when seeing 
one on machinery traveling down 
the road. Slow-moving vehicle signs 
should only be posted on appropriate 
equipment. 

Keep flashing lights on. Use flash¬ 
ing lights on equipment to further 
draw attention to your slow speed. 

Stay to the right. Keep farm 
equipment as far to the right edge of 
the road as safely possible, but stay 
on the road. Driving with equipment 
half on and half off the road might 
encourage a motorist to attempt pass¬ 
ing before it is safe. 

Make intentions to turn well- 
known. Collisions between farm 
equipment and other vehicles on the 
road commonly occur when a slow- 
moving vehicle is attempting to turn. 
Use turn signals or the appropri¬ 
ate hand signal to indicate turns. If 
the operator is using flashing lights, 
switch those off when approaching 
a turn so that the trailing vehicles 
know more clearly where the equip¬ 
ment is headed. 

Avoid encouraging a motorist to 
pass. While it might seem courte¬ 
ous to wave someone ahead of a 
slow-moving piece of equipment, 
the driver of the trailing vehicle must 
ultimately determine when he or she 
can safely pass. 

When it is safe, pull over to al¬ 
low traffic to pass. It is completely 
legal for farm machinery to drive on 
Kentucky roadways, but their bulky 
frames and slow speeds often cause 
backups in traffic. As shoulder con¬ 
ditions allow, find a place to safely 
pull over and allow trailing vehicles 
to pass. 

As the fall harvest increases the 
number of slow-moving vehicles 
traveling on the roadways, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau encourages all drivers 
to be patient and slow down. Na¬ 
tional Farm Safety and Health Week 
may be scheduled for just September 
16-22, but safe habits on Kentucky’s 
roadways are always in season.

mother-in-law and others 
left. 

“I believe in sticking with 
the Word of God,” Ballew said. 

Then the letters started, at 
least three, he said, all very 
similar, telling him he was 
not going to make it and 
would not prosper. They said 
he sounded and looked fool¬ 
ish and that others had left 
because of him. 

He and his family prayed 
though and “the Lord put 
it upon my heart to start a 
church in Lancaster.” 

Ballew rented space from 
Vicki Bolton, the owner of 
Lancaster Laundry, and the 
Disciples of Jesus Christ 
congregation began to meet 
twice a week, on Sunday 
mornings and Wednesday 
evenings about four months 
ago in the back section of the 
laundromat. 

That too was hindered 
though when Thornton alleg¬ 
edly told Bolton that Ballew 
would not pay the rent and 
since then has told lies to oth¬ 
ers about funeral expenses he 
said Ballew still owes him. 
Ballew has also been told 
that two Hispanic men were 
supposedly looking for him. 

Bolton corroborated 
Ballew’s statements. 

“Earl Thornton told me 
that I shouldn’t rent to 
[Ballew], that I would never 
get my rent money from him 
and that the Mexican Mafia 
was after him,” Bolton said. 

The whole time she said 
she was thinking that some¬ 
thing was just not right. 

“Here is a man of God 
putting another man of God 
down and that’s not right.” 

Then another preacher, 
Daugherty, who came to 
Lancaster on his motorcycle, 
started talking trash to her 
about Ballew. She said other 
local people began to tell her 
things like Ballew had been 
a narc at one point. She even 
got into a heated discussion 
with someone about the situ¬ 
ation in a local convenience 
store on one occasion. And 
Thornton allegedly showed 
up late one night at her busi¬ 
ness shining his lights into 
Ballew’s church. 

That’s when she said she 
had had enough. She called 
KSP to report the incident 
and had them put on re¬ 
cord that if anything hap¬ 


pened to her business to 
look at Thornton first. Who 
she rents to is her business, 
she said emphatically and if 
she doesn’t get her money, 
then that too is her problem, 
which has not been the case, 
she added. Thornton even 
handed her a business card 
stating that he is a Constable 
and showed her his gun that 
he said he has a license to 
carry, she alleged. 

“I am so sick of hearing 
around here that I’m going 
to get burned out,” she said. 
“You know what, let them 
burn me out. If not shut your 
damn mouth.” 

Bolton believes the whole 
thing is based on jealousy. 

“I actually think they think 
Troy will steal their members 
and do good for himself.” 

Ballew said the same 
thing. 

“[Thornton] has always 
said I was going to fail,” 
he said, and that’s what he 
believes this is all about. 
Thornton is afraid Ballew is 
going to steal his members 
and he’s sticking his nose 
where it doesn’t belong, 
Ballew added. 

“I’m not there to steal his 
members,” he said. “I’m 
there to preach the gospel.” 

Because of that he believes 
people will come. But talk¬ 
ing to Thornton or Daugh¬ 
erty one-on-one is not part of 
the plan. He wants his little 
church to grow and does not 
want any trouble, yet hav¬ 
ing the man who mentored 
him so many years ago turn 
against him has been hard. 

“When you’ve got some¬ 
one out there who’s supposed 
to be on the same side as 
us out there telling lies, it’s 
evil,” Ballew’s wife said on 
television Monday. 

“I’d rather just let the au¬ 
thorities handle this,” Ballew 
added. 

Ballew works and lives 
in Danville, so he talked to 
the county attorney’s office 
who directed him to contact 
the Kentucky State Police. 
KSP redirected Ballew to file 
complaints in both Garrard 
and Boyle counties against 
the two men. Charges would 
then come out of their offic¬ 
es. Ballew planned to do that 
on Wednesday morning. 

Neither Thornton nor 
Daugherty could be reached 
for comment.

single wooden stick, and 
the stick itself is pushed 
into the ground. By stand¬ 
ing the sticks, tobacco 
stalks are exposed to the 
air, thus avoiding mildew. 

This also keeps the to¬ 
bacco cleaner and promotes 
drying. 

The event, regarded by 
some as the annual cham¬ 
pionship of hurley tobacco 
cutting, is conducted by the 
Tobacco Advisory Com¬ 
mittee of the UK/Garrard 
County Cooperative Exten¬ 


sion Service and sponsored 
by contributions from local 
businesses, financial insti¬ 
tutions and tobacco ware¬ 
houses. 

This year, long-running 
champion Alvin Stamper 
continued his streak with 
his fifth championship run, 
winning $500 dollars in the 
process. Armando Vasquez 
finished second and Brad 
Bolton third. Last year’s 
second place finisher, Dan¬ 
iel Edgington dropped to 
fourth place this year, fol¬ 
lowed by Mark Lewis and 


Jose Gonzales. Rookie of 
the year was awarded to 
Jose Jaen, runner-up to 
Larry Long. 

Cash prizes totaling 
$1600.00 were awarded 
this year with distribution 
as follows: 

Champion, $500 and 
Plaque; Runner-Up, $300 
and Plaque; Third, $200;

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Hitting The Hardest 
Shots In The Dove Field 


After downing a limit of 
doves last Saturday at your 
family’s traditional open¬ 
ing day dove hunt, you feel 
confident you’ll get another 
limit this coming weekend. 

After setting up in a fa¬ 
vorite spot near a dead tree 
in the early afternoon, you 
wait for groups of doves to 
come into the field. Instead, 
a swift gray bird comes in 
from behind at a 45-degree 
angle. You raise your barrel, 
swing and fire, not puffing 
a single feather on the dove 
that quickly swerves away, 
out of danger. 

After an hour of firing 
three shots and missing ev¬ 
ery bird, you wonder if you 
accidentally bent the bar¬ 
rel of your shotgun. You 
couldn’t miss a bird on open¬ 
ing day and now you cannot 
hit one to save your life. 

Those slow, naive doves of 
opening weekend are gone 
until September 1, 2013. Af¬ 
ter opening weekend, doves 
smarten up. The birds that 
flew close to your spot on 
opening day are now flashes 
of rosy grey, coming in high 
and fast to the field. Trying 
to hit hunted, smart doves are 
some of the hardest shots in 
wingshooting, but also the 
most rewarding. 

Many dove hunters sim¬ 
ply react to doves entering a 
field and give little thought 
to how they swing a shotgun. 
They just aim and shoot. 

You can hit the easy birds 
on opening day with this ap¬ 
proach, but you must learn 
the proper techniques of 
swinging a shotgun to con¬ 
nect on the hardest dove 
shots or waterfowl. Two main 
methods dominate shotgun¬ 
ning: the swing-through and 
the sustained lead. 


“I’ve shot thousands of 
shells and hit many birds 
and I use the swing-through 
method,” said Rocky Pritch- 
ert, migratory bird coordina¬ 
tor for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “I swing the bar¬ 
rel, blot out the bird and pull 
the trigger.” 

Pritchert said this method 
automatically establishes 
lead, no matter the speed 
of the bird. “The gun speed 
compensates for the lead in 
the swing-through method,” 
he explained. “You move 
the barrel at the speed of the 
bird for an automatic adjust¬ 
ment.” 

An aid in remembering 
the sequence for the swing- 
through method is “butt, 
belly, beak, bang.” 

The sustained lead method 
works well for many shoot¬ 
ers. In the swing-through 
method, it is really easy for a 
shooter to stop swinging the 
shotgun once they hear the 
shot and feel the recoil. They 
will miss the bird behind. 

“Think of your sight as 
a paint brush,” said James 
Charas, of Lexington, an ex¬ 
cellent wing shooter. “Swing 
through and paint across the 
bird as you pull the trigger. 
This will ensure good fol¬ 
low through because you are 
thinking about moving the 
barrel as you pull the trig¬ 
ger.” 

With the sustained lead, 
you start the barrel out in 
front of the bird and keep 
swinging. Imagine the bird 
smoking a long cigar and 
you are trying to shoot the 
ash off it. 

Mastering one of these 
methods will help bag more 
doves as the close shots of 
last weekend morph into 


some of the more challeng¬ 
ing shots in wing shooting. 

If you set up under a 
dead tree and birds come in 
high overhead, the swing- 
through methods works 
well. Start the gun barrel at 
the dove’s tail feathers and 
swing through the bird. Pull 
the trigger when the barrel 
blocks the bird. 

Many dove hunters can’t 
hit birds coming in fast at 
a 45-degree angle, or quar¬ 
tering, into the field. The 
tendency is to shoot over or 
behind the dove. Aim for 
the inside wing tip and don’t 
cover the bird with the bar¬ 
rel. Keep the bird over the 
gun barrel and keep swing¬ 
ing. 

Some wingshooters 

struggle with a dove flying 
straight away from them, 
but this is one of the easiest 
shots in the dove field. “Blot 
out the dove with the barrel 
and shoot,” Pritchert said. 

Doves often strafe a field 
later in the season by flying 
as fast as they can across it, 
often in doubles. They seem 
uninterested in landing in 
the field. These birds are ex¬ 
tremely hard to hit, but plac¬ 
ing the barrel in front of the 
bird, sustaining the lead and 
not stopping the gun swing 
should down a few. This shot 
is one often missed by all but 
the best wingshots. 

As the days shorten and 
nights lengthen in fall, long 
passing shots are often the 
rule. 

“Because doves are so 
small and fast, when they are 
at long range most hunters 
overestimate how far away 
the birds are,” Pritchert said. 
“Most shots are less than 40 
yards, even though they look 
much longer.” 


Pritchert recommends 
a modified choke, not full 
like many hunters use, for 
these long shots. “Choke sci¬ 
ence has come a long way,” 
Pritchert said. “I still use 
modified for these shots, it 
gives the shooter more room 
for error.” 

Treat long pass shots like 
crossing shots, but with a 
longer lead on the dove. 
These shots demand a high 
quality load. The cheap 100 
packs of shotshells available 
Labor Day weekend at de¬ 
partment stores won’t cut the 
mustard for long pass shoot¬ 
ing. 

Spend the extra dol¬ 
lars and get a quality heavy 
field load. The cheap loads 
have just 1-ounce of shot in 
12-gauge while heavy field 
loads hold 1 1/4-ounces. 
The difference amounts to 
87 more pellets of 7 1/2 size 
shot in the 1 1/4-ounce load 
versus the 1-ounce load. The 
extra shot also reduces the 
chances of crippling birds. 

Wear head-to-toe camou¬ 
flage for these challenging 
hunts, especially a wide- 
brimmed camouflage hat. 
Sunlight reflects off the skin 
oils of your face as you tilt 
your head up for a shot, 
making the doves flare away 
from you. Some dove hunt¬ 
ers wear mesh camouflage 
face masks for further con¬ 
cealment. 

The dove hunting sea¬ 
son doesn’t end with Labor 
Day, but the shooting grows 
more difficult as the leaves 
change. Use these tech¬ 
niques to extend the season 
and hit some of the most dif¬ 
ficult dove shots. 


Surfing for hunting and 
fishing information with a 
smart-phone just got easier. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources today unveiled a 
new mobile-friendly website 
designed for outdoors enthu¬ 
siasts on the go. “We made 
it usable for everyone, no 
matter what kind of mobile 
device they use,” said Les 
Campbell, web developer for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“We also focused on making 
it as easy to use as possible.” 

The new site is located at

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life’s mobile site offers a va¬ 
riety of useful features. Us¬ 
ers can click the fishing icon 
and a GPS-enabled program 
will let them know where 
to find the closest places to 
fish. A link will even provide 
a map and directions to get 
there. 

By selecting the hunt¬ 
ing icon, people can use their 
smart-phone to buy a hunt¬ 
ing license, telecheck a deer 
and quickly find season dates 
for all game. For those look¬ 
ing for a place to hunt, the 
WMA (Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area) look-up section 
provides instant information 
about public land hunting 
locations. The site links to 
maps and driving directions 


for each property. 

Other features include a 
contact icon for quick ac¬ 
cess to the law enforcement 
dispatch center. Users can 
also use this link to e-mail 
the department’s Informa¬ 
tion Center with a question 
while they’re sitting in a deer 
stand. 

The site offers so much 
more: People can watch 
“Kentucky Afield” television 
segments on their phones 
while in the woods, or listen 
to “Kentucky Afield” radio 
podcasts. Visitors also can 
read the latest news from 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

“We tried to figure out 
what people needed the most 
and built the site around 
that,” Campbell explained. 
“This is a way of making the 
department’s website usable 
for mobile devices.” 

Dr. Jon Gas sett, com¬ 
missioner of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, said the 
mobile site is part of the de¬ 
partment’s ongoing effort to 
improve digital accessibility 
to the public. 

“This mobile-friendly site 
is just in Phase 1,” he said. 
“We still have more that we 
want to do. This is some¬ 
thing that we plan to con¬ 
tinually improve.”
